L. Lewis said at least 600,000 men 
would join the 
walkout, his esti- 


mate including the non union par- 
ticipants No final 
instructions to 
district leaders were planned to be 
issued today from Union headquart- 
ers and officials declared any move 
averting the suspension was now 
impossible 


"We are ready for a fight, forced 


on us by the operators," 
declared 


Mr. Lewis. "We have sought in 
every honorable way to get new 
contracts but the operators have 
persistently refused to deal with 
us. 
Then, too, the powerful non- 


union interests have tried in every 
possible way to persuade the union 
opei ators to fight the United Mine 
Workers in order that 
the 
non- 


union interest may reap a financial 
harvest by operating 
during the 
strike " 


Twenty states will be affected by 


the shut down, and the only union 
men expected, to continue producing 
coal are five thousand 
workers in 


»otithwestern Kentucky, whose con- 
tract with the operators does not 
expire until April 1, 1923. In addi- 
tion, forces of union men will be 
left in the mines to protect the prop 
erty from damage 


Pennsylvania will turn out the 
largest number of men, and other 
states to be affected aie West Vir 
gmia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Missouri, 
Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas. Texas, 
Alabama, 
Tenn, 


Kentucky, 
Maryland, 
Michigan, 


Montana, Wyoming, 
Colorado and 


Washington 
Western Canada also 
is expected to join the suspension 
but not the Nova Scotia district. 


The duration of the suspension in 
the union fields as also the strike at 
the non union mines, is a matter of 
conjecture.

The basic rates for the soft coal 
workers range from $1 08 to ?111 a 
ton for pick mining and the day 
men receive $7.50 a day 
Exact ton- 
nage rates in the anthracite fields 
are said by the union to be lower 
than in the soft coal district, and the 
anthracite day men received $4 20 to 
$5 60 a day. 


In addition for reduction in wage*?, 


the soft coal operators have refused 
to continue the interstate method of 
contract 
making. 
Reductions pro 


posed by the 
operators 
generally 


amount to 40 percent of the prevail- 
ing scales, or a return to the wages 
established by contracts made in 
1916. Some operators also insist on 
the abolition of the union's "check 
off", the plan by which operators 
deduct union dues from the miners' 
wages. 


While the union's affairs will be 
directed generally by the 
interna 


tional executive officers, and the sub- 
ordinate district officials, all ques 
tions of policy have been invested by 
a special committee of 11 men rep- 
resenting the various districts of the 
union.

Washington, March 31*—By an un- 


expected burst of speed the senate 
today had cleared Its calendar of the 
arms conference treaties. Ratifying 
ay a unanimous roll call for the 
far eastern treaty and with only one 
opposing vote, the pact for revision 
of the Chinese tariff yesterday, the 
senate exceeded even 
the expecta- 


tion of administration leaders in the 
speed with which it swept to conclu- 
sion its ratifcation program. Sixty- 
six senators, voted in the unanimous 
approval given the fai eastein tieaty 
while of the 39 voting on the tariff 
treaty, only one Senator King, Dem- 
ocrat. Utah, was recorded against it. 


The comparatively brief debate on 
he far eastern treaty developed vir- 
tually no differences of opinion.

Repudiated Agreement to 


Negotiate So Unions 


Would Be Broken. 


Says No Wage Increase Is 


Asked In Bituminous 


Industry.

Th« United Mine workers regret 


mere than anyone else the necess- 
Bity for a suspension -of work by 
the 
union 
coal miners of t:ie 


country. 
We have done evei i thing human- 
ly possible to avoid the suspension 


or many weeks we have foug -t 
liard to induce the coal operators 
keep faith with us anil with the 
government and meet us in joint 
conference, so that a new 
wage 


and working agieement might be 
m&de that would maintain industrial 
peace and prevent any inconven- 
ience to- the public 
Two years ogo the operators sol- 
emnly agreed that they would meet 
with us before April 1. They pledg- 
ed their words as business men. 
They signed that agreement in,, writ- 
ing in New York. It \\as a pledge 
as binding as any bond or promis- 
sory note that any t>et of men ever 
signed. 


We thought 
they signed It in 


good faith. But now they refuse to 
live up to their agreement. *£hey 
have refused 
point blank to do as 


they agreed 
they would 
do. If 
they were to refuse to pay their 
debts it would be no more dishon- 
orable than their refusal to keep 
their agreement with the miners. 
These operators do not deny that 
they are contract-breakers 
They 
only Bay 
"Well, what are you 


going to do about it'" 
In the latter part of last Decem 
ber I asked the operators, in com 
pliance 
with their 
promise, to 
meet with the miners in Pittsburgh 
to 
begin 
negotiations for a. new- 
agreement. 
Illinois and Indiana 
operators and a pait of the Ohio 
group accepted the invitation, but 
the operators of the Pittsbuigh dis- 
trict and a part of Ohio refused. 
They merely said they had decided 
not to keep their word. 
They scrapped 
their agreement, 


tret as the kaiser 
scrapped 
his 
beaties with other nations. And, 
Jike the kaiser, they started in to 
lestroy the other partv to the agree- 
nent. The invasion of Belgium by 
I'he kaiser was no more 
ruthless 
than the invasion of the miners' 
union by these Pittsburgh and Ohio 
operators. 
They proposed to •wreck the union, 
the kaiser wrecked Belgium and 
aorthern France. 
Suffering and 
Istarvation of coal miners and then 
'families became of no greater con- 
sequence to them than the suffering 
of the Belgian and French people 
It is, perhaps, the most notorious 
and unpardonable case of contract- 
breaking1 and disregard for business 
honor that the- country has eyer 
Been. 


"When the Pittsburgh and 
Ohio 
operators refused to meet with the 
miners the Pittsburgh meeting was 
necessarily 
canceled. 
Later I Is- 
sued a second call for a meeting, 
thinking that, perhaps, these men 
would yet decide to live up to their 
promises. But thev icfused again 


So flagrant and indefensible was 
their action that President Harding 
denounced it and directed Secretary 
of Labor Davis to call en the opera- 
tors to keep their word But they 
refused even the government. 
Instead, they asked the govern 
ment to keep its hands off and al- 
low the coal 
companies to make | 
their fight for the destruction of the 


miners' union. In other \vorde, these 
coal companies have 
urbllurily 


placed themselves above the gov- 
ernment itut'lf und have politely told 
the government to go to. 


There was nothing left for th» 
miners to do but to quit work until 
the question of what their wages 
shall be is determined. We are not 
as-ting for higher wages in the bi- 
tuminous coal liuliihtiy. 


Our men did not make a living 
last yeir and they are not yet mak- 
ing a living, but they are willing to 
take the chance with the present 
wage scale for the past two years, 
in the hope that there will be a 
business revival 
that 
will afford 


them 
reasonably steady 
employ 


ment and an opportunity to earn a 
living for their lamilles. The mm- 
eis aie not quitting work because 
they want to quit. They want to 
work. 
But the operators are de 


termlned that they shall not work 
except at starvation 
wages, and 
that the union shall be destioyed 
so aa to deprive the men c° all 
means of protection. 


W« want the public to know all 
the facts,, because we know that t'..s 
public will then place the blame 
where it belongs. 
The operators 
started in deliberately to compel 
the mlneis to strike. 


They have declared that all coal 
miners shall work for the same mis 
erable rate 
of starvation 
wages 
that are paid to the poor, helpless 
in the non-union fields of West Vir 
ginia and Alabama. They ate seek- 
ing to reduce the level of American 
citizenship by cutting 
down 
the 
earning capacity of these workers 
But the union miners will not stand 
for it. Nor would any other Ameri 
can citizen stand for it. 


Why not work to bring the condi- 
tion of these non-union men up to 
the level of the organized fields, in- 
stead of dragging 
the 
organized 


fields down to the degraded level 
of the non-union fields' 


The 
United Mine Workers of 
America face this struggle with the 
firm belief that the American pub 
lie realizes thev are making a fight 
for the maintenance of justice in 
the coal industry and for the pie 
ser%ation of a moril 
standard in 


business We believe business men 
should live up to their contracts.

with supply and demand fixing the 
number of employes. 
Operators insist »that the present 
scale must be materially reduced 
and the present hours of work main- 
tained to put organized mines on a 
parity with the wage levels prevail- 
ing in the non-union fields and in 
other industries. 


The six-hour day and five-day week 


is demanded to enable the men in 
the industry to work more nearly 
full time. 


The fact is there are more men 


employed in the industry than ars 
needed, just as there are more mines 
than are

As to the check-off, under which 
operators are required to collect the 
dues, assessments, and fines of the 
men and hand them over to the 
union officials, that was one of the 
practices cited in the indictment un 
der the Sherman law at Indianapolis 
as evidence of conspiracy

operators. Naturally, 


the operators are reluctant to renew 
an agrement so full of possible dan 
ger. 


Out of the strike must come a re 


adjustment to meet post-war condi- 
tions om competition and prices. At 
present it seems safe to say tha a 
CO-day strike would entail no par 
ticular hardship on business and in 
dustry generally and would NOT ex- 
haust stocks to the point where an 
increase- in prices would occur. The 
consumer, therefore, may%look with 
a fair degree of equanimity 'upon 
the approach of this struggle.

Reductions of 40 Per Cent 


Noted This Year, State- 


ment Says. 


In making his budget of expense 


for this year the farmer, as he al 
ways is forced to do, will give care 
fui heed to the important and neces 
sary item of implements. These are 
days when business acumen is as 
marsed among those who earn live 
lihood from the soil, as their neigli 
bors who live in cities and providi 
for themsleves along other lines o: 
industry. The cost of production has 
become a matter of careful and 
scientific study with people in th 
agricultural districts and they can 
tell with a high degree of certainty 
the expenses of raising a bushel of 
corn, oats, wheat or fattening a 
hog or steer for the market. Agri 
cultural colleges and farm associa 
tion agents are teaching production 
cost as a necessary element to the 
successful cultivator of the soil and 
their work is being met with a hear 
ty response. The farmer has thor- 
oughly grasped the 
fact 
that he 


must apply modern business meth- 
ods if success is to be an 
accom- 


paniment of his work. 


H Is another link in the chain, 


which is more closely binding the 
methods and lives of the residents 
in the cities and the rural districts 
together, no less important than the 
telephone 
and • the 
automobile. 


Among the factors which enter into 
the cost of production is the pur- 
chase of farming implements and 
at this time it has an imperative 
call in anticipation of the 
crops 


coming later on. Preparations for 
buying are already being made. 


The farmer naturally in his esti- 


mate of what he needs in this re- 
gard takes into calculation the price 
he will be asked to pay for the im- 
plements and the price he is receiv- 
ing for the produce he has to offer 
on the market. 
This furnishes a 


basis for determining whether the 
rise and drop of these two essen- 
tials in his life, have been propor- 
tionately balanced. 


A survey made by the Ohio Divi- 


sion of Markets, of the State Board 
of Agriculture, shows that in 1820 
farm implements were practically 
at the peak of high prices. At the 
opening of 1921 there was a slight 
decline but 
not of a material or 
greatly benefiting character 


The prices 
paid 
for farm pro- 


ducts to the producer took a most 
•amazing drop and declined nearly 
50 per cent in 1921, as compared 
with the 3'ear before. It was entire- 
ly out of proportion with the drop 
in the cost of implements and great- 
ly lessened the 
purchasing power 


of produce. On November 15, 1920 
corn was selling at an average price 
of 80 cents a bushel. The next year, 
1921, 
on the same date it command- 


ed but 40 cents, a drop of 50 per 
cent. 
Wheat, another staple arti- 


cle of the farm 
brought 
$1.27 a 


bushel on the market in 1020. But 
in 1021 it fell to $1.06, a reduction 
of between 40 and 50 per cent not 
so large but sufficient to be of a 
discouraging character. 


.With the coming of the present 


season there has been a very evi- 
dent purpose on the part of imple- 
ment manufacturers to reduce the 
price of their output so that it wili 
the farmer is receiving for his pro- 
duce Leaders in 
the 
making of 


tractors, which play an important 
part in farm life, have announced 
drops of 40 per cent or more in the 
sale price of that piece of farm out- 
fit. 
Corn planters, another much 


needed piece of machinery if cattle 
and live stock are to be fed, have 
reduced the schedule of sale from 
40 per cent, by some manufacturers, 
to 15 per cent by others. Other re- 
ductions, varying in amount, are 
plows 20 to 40 per cent, cultivators 
practically 
the 
same and manure 
spreaders 30 per cent. 


Thus far the price reduction for 
harvesting 
machinery 
such 
as 


threshers, mowers and binders is 
smaller than in the other averag- 
ing about 15 per cent. But it is too 
early for active buying in this char- 
acter of implement to have start- 
ed, in anything like an active way. 
With the nearer approach of the 
harvesting season and an increased 
demand the 
drop 
may be larger, 


with the decline in the price of im- 
plements there has been a slight 
increase in the price of wheat and 
corn when 
compared 
with 1921 


Corn is now selling at from 57 to 64 
cents a bushel. A year ago it was 
averaging but 40 cents. The farmer 
is now receiving 
from 
$1.36 to 


$1.47 
for a bushel 
of wheat. The 
average in 1921 was $1.06. 


With the reduction in the price 


of farm implements, running from 
15 to 40 per cent, and the slight in- 
crease in the price of farm prod- 
ucts a basis more nearly equalizing 
what has been too sharp a contrast 
between the 
two 
commodities is 


being reached and the farmer's dol- 
lar is more nearly coming into his 
own.

The ex-service man who suffered 
any kind of disability because of his 
term in the army is not being ne 
sleeted by the federal government. 
If men who were wounded or who 
ha\ e developed illness as a result 
of their service in the world war are 
being cared for by the government, 
it usually is their own fault. 
The 


t'nited States Veterans' bureau has 
come across many cases—thousands, 
in fact.—where men entitled to com 
pensation or instruction at the hands 
of the government have failed to 
•take advantage of it, often through 
ignorance. 


The Veterans' bureau is the out- 


grow th of the now defunct War Risk 
Insurance buerau, with duties in ad- 
dition to the former functions of th* 
war risk organization. It is working 
in

with

United 


States Public Health service in the 
medical work affecting world war 
\cterans. 


Right now the bureau is paying 


out more than $1.000.000 every day 
n the week.

v. ork of rehabilitating: the vocation- 
a!y handicapped \eterans, about 133,- 
UO ha\e taken advantage of it. 


C. E. Forbes, director of the bu- 


reau, is authority for the statement 
that this government has been more 
liberal with its disabled soldiers than 
any other government in the world. 
For the relief of these veterans, a 
total of more than a billion and a 
quarter dollars has been expended. 
The end of the work of this bureau 
is not in sight, by any means. It is 
estimated that eventually the num- 
ber of veterans to receive vocational 
education, alone will amount to be- 
tween 250,000 and 300,000. 


Recently a conference was 
held 


here of the leading lights of the 
educational world. 
This conference 


made many recommendations to the 
Veterans' bureau, and these recom 
mendations are be ng carried out to 
the best of the aoi'ity of the officers 
of the bureau. 
The nation's best 


known experts 5v neuropsychiatric 
and mental di=o' ders recently con- 
cluded a conference which bids fair 
to assist the bureau materially in 
decreasing the number of mental 
cases and to pnnnle a cure for men 
with disordered minds. 


"Xo stone has been left unturned 


to provide the disabled veterans of 
the World war 
w ith every possible 


advantage," sijs Director Forbes, 
"and statements to the effect that 
the government has been derelict in 
its duty show an absolute lack of in- 
formation of w hat has been done 
for them." 


The work o; tlie bureau is not 
easy, by any means. Handling so 
many death am: disability cams is 
an enormous business in itself, rival- 
ling the business of a big insurance 
company which has built up its or- 
ganization with its gradual increase 
of business through many decades. 


Often one case will cause the bu- 


reau no end of difficulty. 
Recently 


a death claim came before the bu- 
reau which showed that the veteran 
who had taken out the insurance 
was related to 4 per cent of thft pop- 
ulation of hi« home town.

A sunshine cake, made with the 
yolks of eggs, should be baked when 
an angel cake is made, using many 
whites. 
Egg yolks can be kept two or 
three dajs 
Be careful not to break 
the jolk when separating whites 
from jolks. Put jolks in a bowl, 
cover with cold water and put in a 
cold place. When volks are needed 
pour off the water and use as usual 


Ange! Food Cake. 
Twelve eggs (whites), one teaspoon 
cream, of tartar, one teaspoon. \a 
nilla, one-eighth teaspoon salt, one 
cup and 
two tablespoons 
flour, 


one and two thirds cups sugar. 


Add cream of tartar, vanilla and 
salt to whites and beat till stiff and 
dry 
Sift flour four times, measur 
ing after sifting. Sift sugar twice, 
measuring after sifting 
Mix flour 


and sugar and sift over beaten 
whites 
Beat together -very lightlv 
with a lifting motion 


Bake in an unbuttered cake pan 


with a chimney for 45 minutes in a 
moderate oven 
When baked turn 
pan upside down on a cake rick and 
let cool 
If a frosting is wanted use 
the following- 


One cup granulated sugar, five 
tablespoons milk, one teaspoon va- 
nilla, few grains salt. 


Put sugar and milk in smooth 
saucepan and boil, stirring constant 
lv after boiling begins until a soft 
ball is formed when tried in water 
Add salt and let cool. 
Boat until 


creamy and add vanilla. Spread on 
cake. 


Sunshine Cake. 
Eight eggs (yolks), two thirds cup 
butter, two cups sugar, two and one 
half cups flour, three teaspoons bak 
ing powder, one cup milk, one tea 
spoon lemon extract, few grams of 
salt 


Beat butter and sugar to a cream 


Sift in about one-half cup flour. 
Add egg jolks beaten until thick 
and lemon colored. Beat m sugar 
adding- the sugar which has been 
sifted slowly and beating vigorously 
Add chopped nuts 


Beat whites with a whisk for 15 
minutes, adding salt when beginning 
lo beat and lemon juice when half 
beaten. Add jolk mixture to whites 
and cut in flour. Put in an angel 
cake pan with a chimney and bake 
50 minutes in a moderate oven. 
White Layer Cake. 
One cup sugar, one half cup but- 
:er, one half cup milk, six eggs 
'whites), one cup flour, one half cup 
cornstarch, 
two teaspoons baking 


powder, one teaspoon vanJIa 


Cream butter and sugar 
Beat in 
one-quarter cup flour. 
Add milk 


alternately with cornstarch. flour 
and baking powder sifted together 
Fold in the whites beaten stiff and 
dry 
Bake in three layers and put 
together with maple icing. 


Fish and Macaroni. 
Two cups cold cooked fish, 1 cup 
macaroni, 12 cup grated cheese, 2 
tablespoons butter, 1 teaspoon <nlt, 
1-4 teaspoon paprika, 3-4 cup milk. 
Remove skin and bones from fish 
and separate in large flakes Break 
macaroni in inch pieces and cook 
in boiling salted water for 20 mln 
utes. drain and blanch. 


Put a laver of fish in a well but 
tered baking dish, season with salt 
and paprika and cover with a laver 
of macaroni. 
Sprinkle with grated 


cheese. 
Continue layer for laver 
until all is used 
Pour over milk 
and bake half an hour in a hot oven 
Dot with bits of butter over the top 
before baking 


Fish Loaf 
Two cups cold fish, 1 cup mashed 
potatoes, 
2 tablespoons 
butter 1 
egg, salt and pepper, milk, bread 
crumbs. 


Melt butter In sauce pan, add fish 
coarsely flaked, potatoes, yotk of 
egg, salt and pepper and milk to 
make motet enough to mold. Stir 
over the fire till heated through. 


Spread on a platter to cool. Shape 


in a loaf, brush over with the white 
of the egg slightly beaten, sprinkle 
with bread crumbs and bake In a 
moderate oven till brown. 
Serve 
with tomato sauce.

; ' ive that his health is impaired and 
his friends here are anxious because 
of the lack of official news concern- 
ing him. 
Lenine was born April 10, 1870. in 
Simbirsk, a province on the River 
Volga. He was christened Vladimir 
Ilyich Ulianov. His father, though 
of peasant stock, held a nobleman's 
rank by virtue of his office of coun- 
cillor of state. 


Lenine, as well as his two broth- 
ers and sisters received an excellent 
education under the guidance of the 
.father, who was a master of a gym- 
nasium and an inspector of schools. 
In 1SS6 Lenine's brother. Alexan- 
der, was executed for revolutionary 
activities. This fired Lenme's early 
interest in the problems of Russia 
Jnto an intense hatred of czarisrn. 
As a student in the University of 
Kazan, his advocacy of revolution- 
,ary doctrines caused his expulsion. 
•^Subsequently he was admitted to the 


bar, but gave up practice of law 
after pleading one case. 
From 1891 to 1S97 he devoted 


himself to instructing the workers 
in politics and economics. 
These 
actmties came to an t?nd when he 
was exiled to Eastern Siberia on 
January 29, 1S97. 
Eventually he got out of Russia, 
but continued hjs agitation 
from 


Munich, Brussels, Paris, London, 
and Gene\a, always being in dan- 
ger of losing his life at the hands 
of Russian spies, 
When the first Russian revolution 


broke out in 1905, Lenine returned 
to his native land. He was forced 
to flee a >ear later, going to Fin- 
land, Switzerland, and Paris. 
Fi- 


nally he settled in Cracow, near the 
Rusian border, from where he could 
continue his i evolutionary activities. 


On the outbreak of war Lenine 


mo\ed to Switzerland. After taiing 
an active part in organizing the 
Zimmer\\ aid conference in 1917 he 
was aided by Swiss Socialists to re 
turn to Russia 
The Kerenskv regime was totter- 


ing and Lenme was largeh instru- 
mental in bringing acout its down 
fall and establishing the Soviets in 
control. 
Soon he spoKe the word 


which brought 
the Brest-Litovsk 


treatv and a separate r^ace with 
Germany. 
Lenine has more recently been ex- 


erting his tremendous energies to- 
ward opening commercial relations 
with w orld nations.
